Fall Cultivation Important 

Moisture, as so many farmers 
experienced again this year, is the 
most important limiting factor in 
successful crop production in the 
Prairie Provinces. Cultivation; if 
properly. carried dut this fall,. will 
destroy weeds and thereby conserve 
moisture for next year’s crop. 

Annual Weeds. Our most trouble- 
some annual weeds are Wild Mus- 
tard, Wild Oats, Pigweed, Ragweed 
and Russian Thistle. Shallow culti- 
vation immediately after harvest 
will ‘encourage marty annual weed 
to germinate this fall. The 
resulting plants will be. killed’ by 
frost. Fall cultivation has been 
particularly effective in controlling | 
Russian Thistle. ¢ | 
~ Biennials or Winter Annuals. 
Stinkweed is a typical example. The | 
seeds of this weed germinate freely | 
in the fall. Unfortunately, the 
young plants survive the. winter 
frosts. without serious injury and |, 
are ready to grow early in the 
spring. Fall cultivation is therefore 
an effective means of controlling | 
Stinkweed and other winter annuals.

Toad Flax:— 


A large number of new infes- 
tations have been. showing up this 
fall. From recent observations 
both in Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta, it would appear that this weed 
is spread mostly in the winter. 
That is, the wind blows the seed 
around on the surface of the snow 
and in the spring and summer the 
new seedlings shoot up and new) 
infestations are estab:ished. The 
birds play an important role also 
in _the.spread of.Toad Flax, also 
the horses grazing out in the win- 
ter will spread this weed in their 
droppings after biting off the seed 
above the snow. Therefore it 
would appear that it is very im- 
to destroy the above 
ground portion of the plant. be- 
fore the snow gets too deep in 
the fall, or better still before the 
snow falls.

Young People Leaving the Farm|the news of wars and disasters | 
From time to time some people, |around the world, of the interna- 


keenly interested in the welfare 
of agriculture, note with some 
alarm the tendency of many young 
people to leave the farms and take 
up city life. / 

For my part I believe it is most 
necessary that there should be a 
yearly stream of young people 
leaving the farms, for it seems that 
those who are left will earn a bet- 
ter living. Modern machinery is 
making it possible for farmers to 
work more land, which means, of 
course, a higher income for them. 
If too many young people stay on 
their parents’ farmers then land 
would have to be sub-divided and 
so a smaller acreage per farmer 


would have to be worked, which | 
would eventually result in a pea- |: 


sant population as is common in 
Europe with an average farm of 
about 40 acres. 

It is important, too, that indus- 
trial life shall be leavened with 
keen and vigorous young farming 
people. Throughout the ages it has 
been noted that some of the best 
brains have come from farms. As 
long as farming provides a good 
living there will always be suf- 
ficient young people who will be 
attracted to farm life.
